The 
European plan of keeping worm water in 
tanks to supply pipes along thb floor, is 
entirely sate and ought to satisfy n 
traveler, as it enables him to keop bis 
feet warm, but it is not extreme enough 
tor the American, who does not and will 
not provide himself, with travfiling nigs 
and covertures.
